4 Frenchman Murders: 
Paramour in New York. 


QUARREL THE CAUSE 


| We Places Mor Body in a Bag and Starts 
to Throw it in the River, but is 
Arrested on the Way. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 

New York, May 20.—At three o’clock 
this morning a Frenchman, who proved to 
be Louis Francis, was arrested while on 
way to the North River, having on his 
a bag coutaining the mutilated 
corpse of a woman, who had been mur- 
fered. A policeman was- attracted by 
Francis“ mysterious manner as he moved 
along weighted down by his ghastly bur- 
den, and he was stopped and asked what 
the bag contained. The Frenchman re- 
fused to give any explanation, and at- 
tempted to move on, but the officer 
insisted upon being informed as to the 
contents of the sack and took Francis into 
custody. He then seized Francis by the 
arm, whereupon he dropped the bag and 
its contents upon the sidewalk. The of- 
ficer, upon opening the end of the sack, 
found it contained the mutilated corpse 
ofawoman. The body was doubled up 
and in an almost nude condition. The 
., policeman, upon making a closer 
examination, found unmistakable evi- 
dence of the fact that the woman had 
been murdered. There were . ghastly 
wounds about the head and also on the 
trunk. Francis was asked for an ex- 
planation of the mysterious affair, and 
after recovering from his confusion de- 


|clared that the corpse was that of his 


wife, and that she had died a natural 
death. Being without the means nec- 
sary to defray the expenses of the funeral, 
he had conceived the idea of carrying the 
corpse to the river and throwing it in. 
Francis again shouldered the bag and 
bore the mutilated corpse to the police 
He was placed under arrest. 
Francis tells the foliowing story: ‘‘Yester- 
day I found a valuable dog, which my 
wife afterward lost. I reproached my 
wife for losing him, and she swore at me. 
At 7:30 o’clock last night she sent me out 
for beer. When I came back I found 
a man named Wm. Welch in the room 
with her. Welch works in the same shop 
with me. She sat on my lap and kissed 
me. Then she threw a glass at me, and 
thenacan. She then went out. Then 
Welch and I walked out half a block, and 
then I left him to come home. When I 
came back she was lying on the floor 
dead. I waited an hour, thinking she 
would revive. She did not, and I do not 
know what was the cause of her death. 
She told me before she died she did not 
care for me, but she did like the man 
who put up wine for her. He is Leopold 
Saconville, and he lives with Mrs. Lynch, 
on Broadway. After I found my wife 
dead, I took sixteen cents and went out 
and got drunk. In half an hour I came 
back and put her in the bag to throw her 
into the river.“ 

The woman was not Francis’ wife. She 
was Selina Fehol, 39 years old, with a son 
18 years of age, who lives in Boston. 
Francis, who is one year younger than his 
paramour, has worked for some time in a 
French-polishing marble yard. Three 
months ago the couple moved into the 
apartment where the crime was commit- 
ted. Francis lived on the ground floor in 
the rear structure: His three rooms were 
comfortably furnished and well kept. 
Both were persons in appearance above 
the average in that neighborhood, but 
both drank freely of beer, the man often 
to excess. They quarreled frequently. 
Two weeks ago, while in one of his con- 
vivial moods, he beat and kicked her 
while she was upon the floor. Upon pick- 
ing her up, he was heard by tenants in 
the house to say: I guess I’ve finished 
you this time.“ As the body of Selina 
Fehol lay in the police station this 
morning it had the appearance of 
once having been that of a pretty woman. 
Even the traces of dissipation could not 
destroy this impression. She was of deli- 
cate complexion, large, expressive blue 
eyes, thick, wavy, light-brown hair and 
petite in figure, probably weighing about 


one hundred pounds. On the corpse 


were scrupulously clean clothes and 
underwear, black skirt and embroidered 
night-dress. About the neck was a twisted 
silk handkerchief and about the throat 


lines of discoloration and marks of 


finger-nails. It was evident that she was 
strangled to death by twisting the hand- 
kerchief around the throat. 


Hoodiums Attack the Salvazion 
Army. 

SacRAMENTO, May 20.—The Salvation 
Army had a grand gathering last night, 
delegates being present from different 
cities of the State. After a parade 
through the city they went to the Sixth- 
street church, where it was the intention 
to hold all-night prayer. While the Sal- 
vationists were engaged in their exercises 


| the church was invaded by a crowd of sev- 


eral hundred men and boys, who mobbed 
the Salvationists and wrecked the church, 
smashing the windows and everything 
moveable. The Salvationists fled from 
the building and the mob followed and 
attacked them in the streets. Many mem- 
bers, male and female, were severely in- 
ured. The entire police force was called 
out, and after some difficulty succeeded in 
dispersing the mob. No arrests are re- 
ported. 

The assault upon the Salvation Army 
in this city by a gang of boys and men re- 
sulted in the wounding of three persons. 
Major Wells, who was in command, re- 
marked to Chief Jackson. afterwards that 
the Army was accustomed to similar dis- 
turbances, but this was the worst they 
had experienced. 


Political Discussions in the Norfolk 
7 Navy Yard. 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—Commodore Trux- 
ton, commandant of the Norfolk Navy 
Yard, has directed the foreman of the 
shipsmiths and foreman of laborers at the 
yard to deny over their signatures the 
statement that they were members of a 
recent Democratic city convention at Nor- 
folk, or be discharged. The Commodore 
has prohibitea political discussion in the 
yard, and says that any employe who 
takes a conspicuous part in poli will 
his position.

A NARROW 


Appearance of a Steamer after Col- 
. iiding with an Iceberg. 

Harirax, May 20.—The steamer Dra- 
cona, already reported! arrived disabled, 
presented a curious appearance as she 
was docked. Her stern, from the 16-feet 
draught-mark for ten feet or more up is 
flattened back about three feet on the 
port and five teet on the starboard, while 


above this the stern is split perpendio- 


ularly, as though struck by an immense 


„We left Charente May 8th, and passed 
out of the river May 9th. We had fine 


weather to the Banks, and passed the 
first iceberg on Saturday morning, the 
16th inst., at 7 o’clock. The wind. was 
then southerly and the weather misty. 
About 2 p. m. the wind shifted to the 
north and the weather cleared up. 
The night was dark and _ cloudy. 
There was no fog, and the steamer was 
going at full speed. At 10 p. m. the sec- 
ond iceberg was passed, the wind being 
southwest. At 11 p. m. we saw what ap- 
sss to be a fog bank on our starboard 
Being apprehensive of danger 
orders were given to put the helm hard-a- 
starboard, the engine at the same time 
being stopped. Then we could see that 
the supposed fog bank was ice. As it was 
impossible to avoid the ice by the use of 
the helm the engines- were backed full 
speed, but they had not been moving in 
this direction over a minute, and the 
erew had scarcely had time to leave the 
forecastle, before the ship came in vio- 
lent collision with the iceberg, making a 
terrible crash. The iceberg had come in 
full view, when the engines were 
running full speed, asters. The 
crew thought the steamer would sink im- 
mediately and preparations were hurriedly 
made to abandon her, while the glittering 
tower of ice creakingly disengaged and 
slowly drifted pff... The Captain made 
an examination of the bow and discovered 
that the damage was all before the col- 
lision bulkhead. It was also found that 
the steamer was making no water. Being 
a steel ship the plates had not broken, but 
were simply doubled in, forming a sort of 
breakwater for the bulkhead. No further 
accident occurred, but thick weather was 
experienced until the steamer’s arrival in 
rt. After discharging her Halifax 
freight the Dracona will proceed to Mon- 
treal without waiting for repairs. 


Cut in Two By an Iceberg. 


QuEBEC, May 20.— The crew of the Nor- 
wegian ship Moen, lost in a collision with 
an iceberg, arrived to-day. They report 
the ship as having become firmly jammed 
in the iceberg. The boats were got out 
and twelve men got into the first boat, 
which was speedily carried out of the ves- 
sel’s reach. Six more of the crew re- 
mained, and another boat was got out, 
but she Was at once swamped and filled. 
Matters had begun to look serious for 
those on the vessel, when the first boat 
managed to get within hailing distance, 
and a line was thrown to her and she was 
hauled alongside. The remainder of the 
crew succeeded in boarding her except 
one, Johan Rohel, a native of Denmark, 
who was lost The captain was the last 
to leave the vessel, and had a very nar- 
row escape, being precipitated into the 
water and carried down a considerable dis- 
tance, losing consciousness. The crew, 
however, notwithstanding the darkness, 
managed finally to rescue him. They 
had barely cleared the ship when the huge 
iceberg toppled over on the doomed ves- 
sel, cutting her in two. 


COMMERCIAL CONVENTION. 


The Mecting at Atlanta, Georgia, 
Yesterday. 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 20.—In the National 
Commercial Convention Burwell’s paper 
on reciprocity in trade created a lively 
running debate, which was renewed with 
vigor on reconvening in the afternoon. 
Mr. Hirt of Virginia and Mr. Vinton of 
Indiana opposed reciprocity treaties, on 
the ground that they fostered speculation 
and individual interest. Mr. McClurg of 


Ohio said there was no such thing as raw 
material. Neither was there overpro- 
duction. Reciprocity treaties ought to be 
avoided, because they cripple natural 
trade. Mr. Vareuff of Kentucky said 
England, having failed at reciprocity, was 
now trying conquest, as witness the wars 
in Egypt, which were all to conquer trade 
and to impose English goods upon those 
who would not otherwise have them, and 
Germany is resorting to conquest and 
protection. We are trying to get 
other nations to take our goods 
without our accepting any of theirs 
in exchange, which of course keeps 
our goods at home and gives rise 
to the cry of ‘‘overproduction.”” The 
subject was here dropped and the ques- 
tion considered, Does the public inter- 
est require the enactment by Congress of 
a uniform bankrupt law?’’ The vote re- 
sulted in 263 yeas to 153 nays. 

S. Dana Horton, of Ohio, delegate from 
the United States to the. international 
monetary conferences of 1878 and 1881, 
next sustained the affirmative of the reso- 
lution looking to the stoppage of the 
coinage of silver. Hankey, of Colorado, 
took issue with Horton, not as to prin- 
ciples, but as to methods. He spoke on 
the subject for half an hour, and the 
convention took a recess. At the evening 
session G. G. Sims, member of Congress 
for Colorado, took up the discussion as to 
the suspension of silver coinage, which he 
opposed. The convention here suspended 
further discussion of the silver question 
to hear General John B. Gordon discuss 
the subject. Does the public interest re- 
quire national e ot railway trans- 
portation?“

portunity and discontent. I think that 
from 15 to 25 per cent. of the fourth- 
class postmasters in Ohio might be re- 
moved within the next two months, and 
great good accomplished thereby, 
if our people adhere to a proposed 
plan. This is, in short, to pick out the
